Avila  College  has  received  a $500,000  challenge  grant  for  a fieldhouse. 
The  college  will  receive  the  funds  from  the  Mabee  Foundation  in  Tulsa, 
Oklahoma  upon  receipt  of  a letter  stating  Avila  has  funds  and/or  pledges 
totaling  $500,000.  To  beat  inflationary  factors  the  funds  must  be  matched 
as  soon  as  possible. 


Currently  the  college  is  working  on 


the  final  plans.  The  fieldhouse  will 
be  located  on  the  southwest  corner 
of  the  campus  near  O'Rielly  Hall. 

Through  the  contributions  of 
those  present  at  the  third  annual 
Avila  College  American  Royal  Steer 
Dinner  the  college  raised  $25,000 
towards  the  $50,000  goal.
